It recognizes tho right of laboring men to 
form combinations for protection, and points 
to tho policy of protection of tho Republican 
party. It holds that colored schools should be 
placed on an-equality with white schools, op- 
poses tho convict, labor .contract system and 
freight discrimination against citizens of tho 
state, Nominations were then invited and 
tho following ticked endorsed: For gov- 
ernor, Congressman Hart B. Hoi ton; for at- 
torney general, R. Stockott Mathews, whose 
nomination for United States district judge 
was,. turned down'by tho senate, and for 
comptroller, Dr. Washington A. Smith, of 
Dorchester county.
